Hoboken, N. Y., Aug. 9—It was stated this afternoon 


in a special bulletin issued by the physicians in attend- 
ance upon Mayor Gaynor at St. Mary's hospital, that 
the condition of the patient was satisfactory. His wound 
is serious, but not necessarily critical. At that time it 
was announced that an X-ray examination of the wound 
would be made at once under the direction of Dr. Cole, a 
specialist of New York, summoned immediately after the 
shooting. The surgeons will issue a bulletin after the 
examination.

York City, prominently mentioned as a Democratic gub- 
ernatorial and presidential possibility, was the victim 
of a would-be assassin shortly before 10 o'clock today. 
While standing on the bridge of the 'Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Urosse, preparatory to embarking for a month's va- 
cation abroad, the mayor was shot down bv Jas. J. Gal- 
lagher, who is a discharged employe of the department 
of docks and ferries.

Gallagher tired three shots, buf onlv one bullet hit tl:i- i 


This entered back of the ear. in the region <>f , 
the mastoid bone, where it buried itself .and so far as a j 
preliminarv examination disclosed the injury will not j 
necessarilv prove fatal. 


After receiving temporal1 v attention from the ship's 


surgeon, the injured man was rushed in an ambulance 
to St. Mary's hospital where, at 10::>0 o'clock, following 
r.n examination bv sn/goons, it was announced that .al- 
though desperately injured his chances for recovery 
are good.
